... WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Last week we noted in this column the greatly im- 
proved feeling in all business circles and the bright pros- 
pects for canned foods in particular; but it would now 
appear that we were just a little previous—one day to 
be exact—as this improvement and the brighter prospects 
are directly due to the recent elections and their out- 
come, according to the newspapers and reports from 
various sections of the country. But we will not fight 
with the cause, whatever it may be, for we are well 
satisfied with the effect and believe our readers will be- 
come even better satisfied as time goes on. The im- 
provment has begun—that is the great consideration, and 
we believe it is going to continue, until the recent de- 
pression will be looked upon as a mere mghtmare. 

Already there are coming out of New York City 
excuses for the low prices on tomatoes, saying that they 
were invariably on goods that could not measure up to 
standard quality, and even going so far as to say that 
in face of a 13,000,000-case pack—the highest figure yet 
mentioned—there could be no other reason for such low 
prices. It shows a good condition of affairs when excuses 
of this nature are being made, and that the market has 
awoke to the possibilities in the line. Easier money and 
the better feeling of confidence from the recent elections 
will undoubtedly go a long ways towards correcting the 
former trouble, and we look for a revival in buying, for 
the retailers are known to be low and the jobbers are 
certainly not carrying heavy stocks. 

This should have been a famous week in the canned 
foods industry, for it was put up as National Canned 
Foods Week by the Western grocery papers. Baltimore 
is so familiar with this line of goods that it is hard to 
cause any unusual stir, and it is, of course, yet too early 
to learn what the results have been in the rest of the 


: 
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country, but we hope they have been good. Certainly 
there can come nothing but good from such a movement, 
and every little bit helps, and we sincerely hope that 
it will prove of great amount. At the meeting in Chi- 
cago on the 17th and 18th, when the National Associa- 
tion will hold an executive session, the question of an- 
other National Canned Foods Week, such as was put 
on last year, will come up and there are reasons to believe 
that it will be decided upon favorably. 

There has been better buying in the market this 
week, the orders being more plentiful and averaging bet- 
ter in size, for the jobbers are feeling more confident 
now that the season has finally closed, and they are com- 
mencing to take on a share of their requirements. They 
are not as certain of their banking facilities as they would 
like to be, and when this uncertainty is removed, they 
will buy better. But right here we are inclined to strong- 
ly approve the advice of some of the leading canners, 
and that is not to sell; to withdraw from the market and 
so force the price to a figure that will show some profit 
for the canner. The canner of tomatoes who is not in 
absolute need of money for the most pressing obligations 
—demands which he cannot avoid by any possible means 
—is foolish in the extreme to sell at this time and at 
present prices. It is not necessary to say this to the 
older and more experienced canners, for they are holding 
their tomatoes and will not listen to any price below 5c, 
and do not want business even at that price. And yet 
rumor says that tomatoes have been sold at 60c, but it 
is impossible to trace it, and there can be no doubt that 
they were off quality goods—possibly 60c was a big 
price for them. At least the seller—if any were sold— 
is entitled to this charge against his goods. In the West 
67'¥4c is quoted at bottom price on No. 3 standards, 
while 65c is about the similar quotation here in the East. 

In peas the movement which was intended to be put 
into operation without publicity has gotten into the 
papers. That is nothing else than an attempt to unload 
the surplus peas now on hand, by extending the market 
wherever possibie. The low prices at which these peas 
are being sold ought to greatly increase their consump- 
tion, if the retailers can be made to sell u.: tower prices 
than their “regular.” Here is the stumbling block and 
we doubt if it can be overcome. Another feature of this 
effort, back of which is a very competent committee of 
leading pea packers, mainly of the West and New York 
State ,is to extend the export trade on peas. If they 
are going to do this they must export the finer grades— 
not the off-grades unless they wish to kill for all time 
every possibility of an export market. But there is not 
an oversupply of the finer grades. The effort therefore 
had better be confined to inducing our home folks to eat 
more peas, or at least to do without the finer grades. 

The abundance of fruit in all sections has materially 
reduced the call upon canned foods, for housewives are 
using this fruit in the many fine ways it can be used, and 
so cutting down their store bills at every possible chance. 
With the approach of cold weather, and the natural dis- 
appearance of this abundance of fresh fruit the conditions 
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will change, and then canned fruits will come in for their 
full share of demand. There is some buying now but 
not nearly as much as usual. However the Christmas 
trade is beginning to call for this class of canned foods— 
about the one kind, with the exception of plum pudding, 
which is affected by the holiday rush, and holders may 


-expect to have frequent offers in the very near future. 


The better packing of oysters is beginning to tell upon 
the demand and it is anticipated that gooa stzed pack can 
be disposed of this season. The active canning season 
on oysters is about to open, and prospects are for a good 
yield of fine quality. The situation is not entirely favor- 
able in the Maryland waters as there has been much 
trouble with the oystermen and their consentions under 
the new law. The colder weather now being experienced 
will help this industry considerably, but the holiday de- 
mand will interfere with the canners in securing their 
supply at. good prices. 

Packers seem to have ‘adopted the policy of packing 
only enough pumpkin to fill the orders in hand, and 
if this is adhered to it may mean much higher prices a 
few months from now. 

Other articles are in rather light demand, but with 
some activity showing in all lines. The market prices will 


be found on their regular pages and some changes are 
to be noted, 


DEATH OF JOHN B. MEYENBURG. 


One of the Originators and Earliest Packers of Condensed 
Milk. 


The funeral of John B. Meyenburg, originator of evapo- 
rated milk, who died at his home in San Jose, Cal., on Tues- 
day, October 27th, was held at St. Mary’s Catholic Church, 
and the body was shipped to Hollister for interment. 

Meyenburg was a German Swiss, born at Zug, Switzer- 
land, November 138, 1847. As a young man he was employed 
in the large condensed milk plants at Cham, Switzerland, and 
later in charge of the processing and packing of sweetened 


milk at the Anglo-Swiss Condensed Milk Company’s factory 
of the same city. 


Mr. Meyenburg’s name is mentioned by R. B. Page in “A 


History of the Canning Industry, published by The Canning 
Trade, 1914. 


He experimented in evaporation and sterilization of milk 
during the years 1880 and 1883. At the completion of these 
experiments he decided it was possible to preserve milk with- 
out the aid of sugar. He was unable to convert his country- 
men to his new ideas, however, and sailed for America. He 
applied for a patent, which was granted him in 1883. 

Evaporated milk was first packed in this country on 4 
successful basis by Meyenburg on June 15, 1885, in the Hel- 
vetia Milk Condensing Company’s plant at Highland, Ill. Other 
evaporated milk plants were successfully operated later under 
Meyenburg’s direction at Monroe, Wis., at Elgin, Ill., and at 
Buena Park, Cal., in 1894, when the “Lily” brand was started. 
Next came the “Carnation” brand at Kent, Wash., and in 
1904 a plant at Hollister, Cal. Another plant was opened in 


Gonzales, Cal., in 1907, of which Meyenburg’s two oldest sons, 
John P. and Walter J., are in charge. 


Meyenburg retired from active business about three and 
a half years ago, locating at San Jose. 


Besides the sons mentioned, Meyenburg leaves a daugh- 
ter, Hedwig S., and another son, Werner F. Meyenburg. 
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WAR AND BUSINESS

fear. I thought I would enlarge my stock, and 
paint the place and oil the clock, before war 
rumors filled the air, but now I feel I do not 
dare. Ill wait until the war is done before 
I spend my hard-earned mon’’. 


The shirkers sit around his place, and 
talk of war and death so base, but few cash 
customers draw near—they do not like the 
atmosphere. 


Another dealer, down the street, goes pranc- 
ing round on active feet. And if you mention 
war to him, he says, “It’s bad, so help me Jim”’! 
I hate to think of grown-up chaps engaging in 
such foolish scraps, all packing weapons in 
their clothes, and shooting holes through un- 
known foes. But what I think or what I say 
about the war will bale no hay. So I keep such 
reflections out—I have my trade to think about. 


‘“T’ve planned a corking winter trade, to 
make all former records fade. I have all kinds 
of Christmas goods, with squeaking dolls, Red 
Ridinghoods, fine Noah’s arks, toy rocking chairs, 
tin crocodiles and polar bears. The kids will 
dance around a block when they behold my winter 
stock. And every day I try to spring some bar- 
gain that will make folks sing. The man who 
buckles down to biz, and tries to make things 
fairly whiz can’t all his time and thought de- 
vote to France’s jinx or Prussia’s goat’’. 


‘‘T read war stories when I can, like every 
other businessman; but first I read, and seek 
the aid, of papers which concern my trade. In 
them I get the -news I need; they help me out 
whene’er I read; they show me where I ought to 
gain and where my efforts are in vain. And that’s 
what I’m in business for; it beats this graft 
of talking war’’! 


Such dealers’ views are safe and sane; a 
canning man should fill his brain with what con- 
cerns his business first, and let the wardogs do 
their worst.

HIGH PRICES FOR CANNED SALMON IN JAPAN. 


(Consul Geo. N. West, Kobe, Sept. 2. 


Owing to the outbreak of war there has been a shortage 
of tin in Japan, but now that the navigation is fairly free it is 
expected that the stocks will be renewed. In keeping with the 
general advance in the price of canned articles, the price of 
tinned salmon shows a marked rise. Cases containing 4 dozen 
1-pound tins of erd salmon, which usually sell for $6.50, since 
the outbreak of war have been selling at $17.50. The price of 
white salmon trout, which is canned chiefly for domestic use, 
has risen from $2.25 to between $4 and $5 per case. As some 
of the salmon canneries in Japan stopped work this year, there 
will be a decrease of 25 per cent. in the production, it is said, 
as compared with last year. The severalcanneries in Japan 
will pack during 1914 a total of 8,571 tons of red salmon and 
10,714 tons of white salmon trout. Last year 114,285 tons 
were put up in cans. Although the price has been raised and 
the prospective output has decreased, the home market, it is 
reported, will not suffer from scarcity of the tinned articles, as 
857 tons of last year’s stock are still on hand. 


(All phases of the canned-foods trade in Japan will be 
dealt with in a report by Commercial Agent J. Alexis Shriver, 
entitled “Canned Foods Trade in the Far East,’’ to be issued in 
the near future by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce.) 

Quotations of foodstuffs and provisions on the Japanese 
market are rising steadily. Especially in tinned beef, pork, 
tinned crabs, and salmon, which are needed by the naval and 
military forces at the front. On the whole, quotations have 
risen 15 to 30 per cent. Investigations made by the Commer- 
cial and Industrial Bureau in the Kanagawa Prefectural Office 
at the end of last month show the prices of these goods on the 
Yokohama market before the outbreak of the Duropean war 
and at the present time as follows:

Specialty Canners Need Not Secure Workman's Compensation 
Insurance. 
Writing us under date of October 30th, the Smith-Web- 
ster Company, of Belair, Md., say: 

We have taken up with the State Industrial Ac- 
cident Commission the question whether or not coun- 
try canners are required at the present time to com- 
ply with the Workman’s Compensation Act of 1914, 
which takes effect on November Ist. 

We had a formal hearing before the Commis- 
sion yesterday, October 29th. After full discussion, 
the Commission passed the following order: 

“A deiegation representing Country Canners ap- 
peared beioie the State lnaustrial Accident Com- 
miss.0on with reieience to the date when insurance 
must be effected, in view of the fact that ail of them 
have finished packing for this year. 

The Commission made the following ruling: 

Insurance required under this act contemplates 
factories in actual operation. Therefore, country 
canneries where operations have entirely ceased are 
not required to insure until factory operations are 
resumed, which in most cases will probably be next 
summer. Employees engaged in labeling and ship- 
ping after the canning process has ceased are not re- 
garded as being engaged in extra hazardous employ- 
ment within the meaning of the Act. 

The Commission stated that the effect of this 
ruling merely postpones the time when insurance 
shall first be effected until country canneries resume 
operations next year, and does not affect canneries 
operating throughout the year.” 

It will thus be seen that canners are required 
to take no action at all at the present time toward 
insuring their employees, the whole matter being de- 
ferred until the next canning season. 

We are glad to have been instrumental in secur- 
ing this ruling, which will save canners considerable 
trouble and expense at the present time.

Opinions of General Interest Regarding Questions Arising 
_ Under the Food and Drugs Act—Extracts 
From Correspondence. 


87. Statement of quantity of contents on packages of fresh 
oysters. 

f When fresh shucked oysters are shipped in interstate com- 
merce in returnable packages which are refrigerated, these 
packages should be plainly and conspicuously marked with a 
statement of the net contents, by measure, in terms of the 
largest unit of measure and fractions thereof, in the package, 
or in terms of weight, if preferred, if there is a trade custom 
to this effect. 

There appears to be no objection to labeling with a state- 
ment of quantity, under these conditions, by means of a tag 
which is firmly affixed the package, providing it is made con- 
spicuous. 


88. Quantity of contents of canned oysters, canned clams and 
canned shrimp to be declared on cut-out weights of the 
drained meat. 

In the opinion of this bureau, the quantity of the con- 
tents of a package of canned (cove) oysters or canned clams, 
as usually packed and processed, should be declared on the 
This also 
applies to canned shrimp. 

In this connection attention is called to letters Nos. 2 
and 8, in Bureau of Chemistry Service and Regulatory An- 


nouncements ior January, 1914, which state the weights of 
drained meat which, in the opinion of the bureau, satisfac- 
torily tulfill the requirements of Food Inspection Decision 144 
in the case of canned oysters and clams. 

90. Statement of quantity of contents on packages of catsup. 

In the opinion of the bureau, catsup may be sold either 
by weight or by measure, in conformity with paragraph (f) 
of Food Inspection Decision 154. 

91. Alum in pickles. 

The Referee Board of Consulting Scientific Experts has 
investigated the influense of aluminum cgmpounds on the nu- 
trition and health of man. The results of this investigation 
have been published in Department Bulletin 103. 


The board came to the conclusion that the amount of 
alum which remains in the pickles and is therefore consumed 
is so small as to be negligibie. F'rom the information at hand 
it also appears that alum is almost universally used in the 
preparation of pickles and may, theietore, be considered a 
common ingredient of such products. 

In view of these facts, this bureau offers no objection to 
the use of a small amount of alum in the preservation of 
pickles.

Buyers showing increased interest—Retailers said to be very low on supplies—Improved 


business in tomatoes—Low prices usually on poor quality goods—Market firm on 
better qualities—Corn quiet—No interest in peas—The market on all lines.

New York, November 6. 

The Market—In general conditions have not changed ma- 
terially since last reports, though some dealers say that inquiry 
has increased a shade and in the main prices are better. Offer- 
ings are being made at about the former range of values, but 
buyers are conservative and refuse to consider anything more 
than the necessities of the moment. Election took out one 
whole day this week, yet trade has not suffered to that extent 
since it is understood that buyers have been somewhat more 
insistent later. Holders remain firm in their views, and as a 
whole have steadily refused to allow concessions which might 
bring them better business. It is pointed out that the question 
of purchases for the retail trade will have to be settled before 
very long. According to the views of numerous well informed 
experts the shelves of retailers are practically bare, and it is 
not easy to see where they will obtain supplies unless they 
attend to the buying before very long. The market has been 
steady during the week so far as desirable quality stock is con- 
cerned, but some weak holders have been obliged to allow 
their goods to go at reductions because they need the money. 
This will not continue long, according to the best opinion and 
the market remains steady as quoted. 

Tomatoes—aA little more inquiry has characterized the 
market during the week with sales made at about full outside 
figures. Not much business has been done beyond what is 
required to satisfy the requirements of the day. The out- 
look seems to indicate that there are plenty of people who must 
buy, if the judgment of holders is correct regarding the con- 
dition of retailers’ shelves. Most dealers are refusing to ac- 
cept the prices which are now offered. No. 3s are quoted in 


some instances at 65c. No. 2s at 45c. There are still offerings 
of what are termed standard goods at 24%c under the market, 
but those who have cut such goods are under the impression 
that they are below standard and warn others against pur- 
chasing them under the notion that they are what they pur- 
port to be. On the other hand, full standard Maryland No. 3s 
are quoted up to 75c, and while it is possible to secure some 
reduction, in instances, the average holder is firm in his views 
and refuses to consider such concessions. No. 2s are quoted 
at 52%c, and holders are refusing offers under this figure. 
No. 10s are quoted at $2.35, but movement is slow and it is 
difficult to obtain goods below these figures. 


It is quite impossible to determine whut is to be done 
in the near future but all who have expressed an opinion say 
that they believe the market will advance. The supply is un- 
certain but the best opinion seems to believe that the total out- 
put will approach 13,000,000 cases. 


Corn—The market is inactive, but the fact that Maine 
packers are refusing to sell fancy 1914 pack at less than $1.10 
f. o. b. Portland, seems to indicate that the supply is virtually 
exhausted. This, of course, will tend to make all holders firm 
in their views and they will be likely to refuse to make con- 
cessions unless the pressure is too strong to be overcome. 
All the finer grades are steady. but movement is limited to 
the actual requirements of buyers. No one else is taking any- 
thing these days. It may be said, however, that demand is 
relatively light at this time ,though it is probably true that 
buyers are wondering whether they cannot obtain supplies at 
a slight reduction. Western corn is steady, though buying is in 
small lots. Southern stock remains practically as it has been 
for a4 number of weeks ,and sales are made only in lots of 
sufficient size to meet the requirements of the moment. The 
total pack is still unknown, but it is believed to be ample for 
requirements. 


Peas—Not much of interest is transpiring in the market, 


though here and there a buyer takes hold as though ready to . 


replenish his stocks which have run down. Fine grades are in 
light supply, and when buyers ask for anything holders are 
firm and generally refuse to accept what is offered. Medium 


grades are unchanged, but movement is light and very little 
is being done to change the situation. Buying may improve, 
it is said in the near future, because it is believed that retail- 
ers have barely énough to carry them forward very far. 

String Beans—The market is quiet, yet some buying is in 
progress ,though it is at about the same prices. Buyers are 
conservative. and sellers are indifferent to the fact that sales 
might be worth while. State packers and the Southern mar- 
ket are offering nothing new, though they remain steady at 
the same range as heretofore. Not much is doing excepting 
here and there, The supply of medium and low grades is light, 

Pumpkins—Not much business has developed during the 
week supplying early holiday requirements. Buyers have not 
appeared anxious to sell, and have generally held their stocks 
at relatively high prices. For No. 3s 85c is asked, and for No. 
10s $2.15. 

Spinach—Sales have been made all the week at about 
previous range. Not much business is done beyond supplying 
what is to be used immediately. No. 3s are quoted at 95c and 
No. 10s at $3.10. 

Squash—aA fair demand has developed during the week 
and sales are made at full outside figures in most instances. 
For No. 3s up to 90c is asked ,and for No. 10s up to $2.25 is 
the price. 

Succotash—For Maine stock $1.00 is asaed, and for other 
varieties 90c. But movement is slow. The market has been 
steady during the week, but without feature. 

Sweet Potatoes—Not much movement beyond supplying 
a relatively small demand. For Southern pack 80c is askeu. 
Other grades are in too small supply to make a market. 

Fruits—While the market is quiet, due more to the fact 
that fresh fruits are in liberal supply than to any otner single 
cause, prices are firmly held and the situation offers no pos- 
sibility of immediate change. Holders are satisfied that they 
will be able to secure their prices in the future and are refus- 
to allow their stocks to go below full outside figures in most 
instances. There were rumors during the week that prices on 
certain grades of California fruits had been reduced for the 
sake of securing new business. But how extensive that 


reduction was it is quite impossible to say and it doesn’t seem 
to have made much difference with the general market. 


Apples—The market is still unsettled and responsible 
state packers are unwilling to accept less than $2.15 here, 
though reports are current that unlabeled goods have been 
sold at $1.90@2.00 delivered. However, those in position to 
know say that the story is uncertain and should not be per- 
mitted to influence the market to any considerable extent. 
Other varieties are unchanged and holders are still firm in 
their views ,though it is quite likely that concessions would be 
accepted on firm offer. Of late the situation has become even 
more complicated from the fact that many packers are quite 
certain that they are not receiving the attention they should 
from buyers and they have made suggestions which would 
lead to reductions in price if followed out. 


Peaches—Changes in the market are few and sales are 
made chiefly in small lots, though occasionally a buyer asks 
for prices on a considerable quantity. In the main holders 
are firm in their views, but there are here and there those 
who are ready to shade a trifle to secure business. However, 
the trade views the present condition with a good deal of 
equanimity. They look forward to better business in the near 
future. California stocks are not heavy and trade is limited 
to the requirements of daily trade. Southern stock is held 
with oe but the actual business transacted at present 
is light. 


Pineapples—The market is generally quiet and disposed to 
be easy, with sales cut down to a low point as a rule. The mar- 
ket is well supplied and Hawaiian seems to be going out

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slower than the others ,though it may be that they are only 
looking for business. Other packs are unchanged and the 
market remains substantially as reported a week ago. 

Apricots—Holders are firm in their views and up to $1.65 
is asked for extra standard 2%s, while extras are held at 
$1.80. It is said that one or two large buyers have been mak- 
ing inquiries of late. 

Pears—No change of consequence. New York Bartletts 
are held at $2.25 for No. 2s, and California standard No. 28 
are held at $2.00. Extras are quoted at $2.50, and No. 8s at 
$5.75. 
Rhubarb—A little business has developed during the week 
but it is insufficient to create any difference in the price sit- 
uation. It is no doubt true that the supply is scarcely up to 
the average, but the demand has thus far Been too light to 
warrant making any change in quotations. No. 3 is held at 
$1.00 ,and No. 8s at $2.50. 

Strawberries—Movement is rather light, though perhaps 
a shade better than it has been for the past week or two. 
Standard No. 2s are held at $1.15, and extra standard No. 2s 
are quoted up to $1.35. Extra 2%s are steady at $2.00. 


Raspberries—Red No. 8s are quoted at $6.50, but there 
is little stock at that price and black in the same size are 
quoted at $5.75. Movement is light because of the high 
price. 

Blueberries—The only movement during the week has 
been small sales of Maine No. 8s at $7.00, and a few No. 3s at 
$1.50. Other varieties seem to be missing from this market, 
at least in quotable quantities. Holders are rather insistent 
upon their prices, regardless of what may be said to the 
contrary. 

Blackberries—Not much movement. A few No. 8s are 
held here at $3.50. It is pointed out that in the main the 
situation remains unchanged from week to week, with sales 
small and no one taking much interest in the supply or the 
movement, 

Salmon—tThe first ship with salmon of this season's pack 
has arrived in port bringing 38,470 cases. All of this was 
sold beforeshipment and will go immediately into consump- 
tion without leaving any for the open market. Such scarcity 
of supplies as exist will hardly be relieved by the receipt of 
this cargo. At present the spot demand is light and doesn’t 
seem destined to increase immediately. Holders are on the 
whole, quite as firm in their views and concessions are not 
numerous. 


Sardines—The pack continues light, in consequenc2 with 
the catch of fish, which is equally light. Storms have re- 
duced the catch by preventing fishermen from going out. 
Later, when fishing conditions were ideal, the fish had en- 
gagements elsewhere and failed to appear. The market re- 
mains firm, but movement is necessarily limited by conditions 
which surround the present situation. Probably buyers would 
take hold more freely if it were possible vo get the fish at 
what they believe to be suitable prices. Foreign varieties are 
scarce and it is almost impossible to obtain supplies of really 
desirable quality of some packs. Holders refuse to make 
concessions upon what is now held here. 


Lobster—For picnic talls up to $4.75 is asked, while tall 
No. 1s are quoted at $5.75. Flat halves are quoted firm at 
$2.00 and flat No. 1s are steady at $6.25. Movement is slow. 

Crab Meat—Supplies are iow and the market steady. 
Japanese No. 1s are held at $14.00 and No. %s are quoted 
at $18.00. 

Oysters—Supplies are fair, sufficient for the present, and 
the market remains steady as quoted. Holders are not urging 
sales and buyers appear indifferent. Standard five-ounce are 
quoted at 90c; four-ounce are held steady at 80c, and six- 
ounce at $1.20. Ten-ounce are held at $1.60, with little or no 
movement, 


Tuna—Supplies are light and the market steady. Holders 
are firm in their views and refuse to make concessions. Cali- 
fornia halves are up to $5.25, and flat No. 1s are steady at 
$7.75, while quarters are quoted firm at $7.00. 

Shrimp—No. 1s are firm at $1.20, and No. 144s are held 
at $2.25. Not much business moving just now.

‘These 
prices are called a little special for the purpose of creating 
movemeni. ‘they are 10c under opening prices.

One sale of 3,000 cases of No. 2 tomatoes for prompt ship- 
ment was made at 42%c. Offerings of No. 3s at 62%¢, 
tactory, are still available and rumors of sales at 60c are 
heard.

The exports of salmon to England from January 1 to 
October 31, were 1,430,000 cases ,against 622,825 cases during 
the same period last year.

and buying is only slightly better than last week.

The Past.—In the days gone by the canners ot the United 
States have tar surpassed those of all other paris of the world 
in their progressiveness and determination to piace their in- 
dustry upon a foundation of commendability and stability. 

The Present.—At present conditions in the industry are 
unsatisfactory. Canners are selling their products at a loss 
instead of a profit. The demand is dragging and prices are de- 
clining on several important staples and on the line generally. 
lt is evident that some action should be taken to stem the tide 
and turn the current in the other direction. 

What shall it be? I am candid to say that I do not know 
and that I have nothing to suggest. There are a great many 
things that could be done but tne spirit of co-operation is lack- 


ing, and I have already said so much on the subject that I am 
beginning to be regarded as a disgruntied compiainer. 


Let’s let her drift awhile and see where she lands. ‘‘We 
do not know where we are going, but we are on our way,” 
seems to be the song of the present, and I am going to chime 
in with it. 

Maybe the conditions will rectify themselves. 
temper the wind to the shorn lamb! 
of its tomorrows; we will live today! 


The Future.—If war conditions in Europe contifiue, and 
the soldiers and people eat up everything elise, maybe they will 
tackie canned truits and vegetabies, and that wili help. 

Or maybe our farmers and producers will sell all their 
wheat and corn and beans to be exported and will themseives 
be compelled to buy and use canned toods. 

Or maybe war prices will put other foods so high that the 
laboring men and their tamilies will be compeiied to economize 
by using canned toods. 

Or maybe my triend, Thomas H. Smith, of Baltimore, who 
writes such interesting ietters to ‘ihe Canning ‘irade, will be 
abie to aboiish the goid standard, and thereby restore a just 
equilibrium of prices and conditions ot happiness in the worid. 
More power to his pen! Iam with him, have always been and 
am going to stick. 

But, say, Brother Smith, I go further than you do, and am 
a straight-out fiat money believer, and always have been. The 
signature of the government—our government—on a piece of 
paper currency is good enough for me, and I would rather 
have it than silver or gold, even if it is not redeemable in either 
metal. 


I can buy food, clothing and all things I need with it, and 
what more could I ask? 

However, I am not complaining now about the financial 
system of this country. ‘The law is about to make commercial 
and business paper acceptable and eligible as a basis for the 
printing and issuance of currency through the Federal Reserve 
Bank system. If that isn’t fiat money, somebody will have to 
teach me what fiat money is, and in relation to fiat money I 
am like the man from Boston—you can always tell a man from 
Boston, but you can’t tell him much. Then all the bankers 
in this country have finally acquiesced in the measure, and 
most of them are now warmly supporting it. If such a measure 
had been proposed in 1896 to the same bankers, they would 
have denounced it as subversive of all the principles of gov- 
ernment and finance. The world moves, and even bankers 
now and then learn something. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Purchases of standard No. 3 have been 
made for this market, packers’ labels, Maryland cannery, for 
62%c. Indiana is delivering at Chicago standard No. 3 at 
70c., but only a very few sellers are to be found at that price. 
The buying is very limited. 

Canned Corn.—There is no change. . When the Western 
Canners’ Association meets’ here on November 19th maybe 
some statistics of the pack will be promulgated to show a 
stronger situation than is now evident. The movement at this 
time of year of futures which are being delivered precludes 
much buying.

California 
canners are wise people. 


CLOSE OF THE SEASON. 


The canneries are all closed or closing and the season is 
about over. 
The canners are counting up their unsold product and 
figuring up the results of the season. 


So far the season has not been propitious, but if canners 
are strong enough to hold on to their surplus I for one believe 
that it is all going to be needed at much higher prices than are 
now prevailing. 

The meat canners have enough orders ahead to occupy 
them twelve months. The salmon canners are exporting their 
product heavily and the exports of oats, corn, wheat, flour, 
beans and a few other food articles exceeded in September 
alone by tenfold the amount in the same month of 1913, and 
even cotton, which people cannot eat, is gaining ground rapidly 
in exportations and price. 

Therefore, I say to the canners, be of good cheer, for there 
is a wide rift in the clouds. 


The people at Bath, New York, want a canning factory. 
John H. Bowlby is chairman of a committee to solicit sub- 
scriptions to the stock to organize and build one. 


The Placentia (Calif.) Preserving Cumpany packed to- 
matoes this season, and surpassed its record of 30,000 cases 
for 1913. About sixty people were regularly employed during 
the season. 


The Dutch Canning and Pickling Co., at Cedar Grove, 
Wis., closed for the season October 10th, 1914. The season 
was resultful and satisfactory. 


The Ziegler Cannery, in Muscatine, Iowa, was still operat- 
ing October 18th, 1914, on tomatoes, sweet potatoes, kraut and 
pumpkin. 

It is the longest season ever experienced by them, owing 
to favorable weather. 


The citizens of Welgefield, N. C., are preparing to establish 
a cannery there. M. L. Parler is active in the enterprise. 

It is reported that the Maryland Board of Health closed 
twenty-seven canneries in that State during the season because 
of unsanitary conditions. Good work, Maryland, my Mary- 
land. More power to your elbow. Cannot you find a few more 
to close? They would not be missed. 

The cannery of the Clarke County Growers’ Union, built 
last spring, has made good, and has not only conserved and 
canned more than a half‘million pounds of fruit, but has sold 
and contracted all of its output. The company will declare a 
a good dividend. 

The capital stock will probably be increased next year, so 
that the company can pay spot cash to the growers. 


The Thomas Canning Company, of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
is installing new machinery with a view of doubling its capac- 
ity, which is already large. The company employed this sea- 
son 350 women and 175 men. Its products are popular every- 
where throughout the United States. 
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THE Canning TRADE 


The famous San Lorenzo Cannery, at San Lorenzo, Calif., 
had an exceptionally busy fruit’season, and made a big pack of 
tomatoes. Cherries was the only fruit that was packed short. 
Their output is about shipped out. 

Hight thousand cases of California canned fruits were re- 
cently taken aboard the English ship Historian at San Fran- 
cisco. The goods were packed at Sacramento by the California 


Fruit Canners’ Association. The shipment is the first of a 
series of shipments to England. 


The Wisconsin Canning Company is experimenting in the 


canning of pumpkin with a view to canning it largely next sea- 
son. The company has been canning kraut. 

The California Gulf Fisheries Co. is being organized at 
Tucson, Arizona, to locate at San Lucas, on the very tip of 
Lower California, to can tuna. The cannery and equipment 
will cost about $100,000. Col. Eph. Randolph and W. J. 
Bryan, Jr., at Tucson, Arizona, are interested in the venture. 
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The Elmore (Indiana) Cannery has been running night 
and day for three weeks back canning tomatoes. The season 
was the best they have ever had for tomatoes, and the factory 
used from one to three thousand of bushels daily. 

A canning factory is wanted at Greenville, Michigan, and 
Sears & Nichols Company are considering the location of a 
plant there, provided their terms are complied with. 

Lehi, Utah, is to have a cannery, and about two-thirds of 
the necessary capital has been subscribed. It is to cost $10,000 
and be ready to operate in the 1915 season. 

John J. Hughes, of the Sprague Canning Machinery Com- 
pany, recently entertained the canners in the vicinity of Og- 
den, Utah, at dinner, and with moving pictures of a Michigan 
modern cannery equipped by his company. 

It is reported that the Wm. Underwood Sardine Company, 
of Jonesport, Maine, has rented the large factory of L. D. 
Clarke & Son, at Portland, and will use it in canning clams 
during the winter months, commencing early in December.

Seattle Salmon Market 


Quite an amount of business being done—Reds promise to be cleaned up early—Big de- 


mand yet to come—Other railroads seek ‘to reduce freight rates on salmon—Salmon 


in glass being tried.

Seattle, November 6, 1914. 


Salmon—The market during the past week has been 
firm and active. The demand continues brisk and a good 
deal of business is being done. Many recent inquiries 
are now resulting in actual orders. As matters now stand 
it looks like a complete clean-up of reds, and all other 
upper grades. Whether or not pinks, chums and medium 
reds will get the call when the other grades are ex- 
hausted, is a question which packers and brokers here 
would like to have solved. However, for the most part 
everybody is optimistically inclined and believe that 
everything will be sold before the new pack is available. 
There is slight improvement in the southern situation, 
due to plans being worked out whereby it will be pos- 
sible to finance the cotton crop. This will mean that the 
South will again come into the market for the lower 
grades. Of course the big consuming demand has not 
started in the United States yet and will not for nearly 
six months, The Uinted States never does eat canned 
salmon in any great quantities until the hot weather 
sets in. However, the export situation is for the present 
much more important than the domestic. It is said that a 
larger percentage of the salmon recently shipped around 
to the Atlantic Coast from Puget Sound and San Fran- 
cisco will be reshipped to Europe. Brokers are constantly 
receiving fresh inquiries for quotations for English ac- 
counts. 

The Great Northern Railroad has filed an applica- 
tion with the Interstate Commerce Commission asking 
permission to reduce its rates on canned salmon ship- 
ments from the Pacific Northwest to Chicago and Pitts- 
burgh. The company desires to establish the same rates 
that the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul and the Union 
Pacific have asked to put into effect. The reduction 
is desired for the reason that the water carriers are get- 
ting practically all of the long haul salmon tonnage. The 
railroads figure that at the rate now desired they can at 
least hold the Chicago shipments and at the same time 
get a lot of the business into the Ohio River territory. 
Salmon freight is considered very desirable both by the 
rail and the water carriers, and there has been and still is 
keen competition for this trade. 


The trade here is much interested in the experiments 
being conducted with glass cans for salmon containers. 
‘lwo thousand cases oi salmon were put up in glass this 
season at the Swift, Arthur, Crosby Company’s cannery 
at Heceta Island. ‘Lhe fish recently reached Seaitie and 
has been shipped East, where it will be marketed by 
Libby, McNeill, Libby, of Chicago. If the pack meets 
the ready sale which is anticipated, the same cannery 
will put up 4,000 cases in glass next season. 


e Capt. Harry Crosby, of Seattie, who is interested 
in this company, conceived the idea that salmon packed 
in glass ought to prove attractive and find a ready sale. 
Early in the season he shipped a number of cans of this 
character to friends in the Northwest and received many 
compliments. Canned salmon in glass makes an attractive 
package, and it is believed will be one means of increas- 
ing the demand. In packing in glass a number of prob- 
lems are met which have to be solved. The greatest care 
has to be exercised to have the cans absolutely air tight 
and so topped that there is no possibility of the tops 
becoming loose. Owing to the rough handling which 
canned salmon receives it is held by some that glass cans 
would introduce a breakage element which would add 
to the difficulties of packers and brokers something which 
at present is almost a negligible factor. Also it is said 
by some that the cost of glass cans would be considerable 
more than tin, and that the glass cans would all have to 
be made before shipped to the canneries, whereas under 
the present system, a great many canneries manufacture 
their own cans before the fish commence to run, having 
well equipped can-making shops in connection with their 
canneries. 


As a novelty, however, salmon in glass might prove 
a success, but there is a general feeling that it would be 
impracticable to put the entire pack in glass. 

E. E. Ainsworth, of Ainsworth & Dunn, one of the 
oldest and best known Puget Sound salmon canning 
companies in the business has been elected president of 
the Seattle Golf and Country Club. He succeeds E. H. 
Clarke, of the Kelley-Clarke Company, the well-known 
salmon and canned foods brokerage concern.

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The California Market 


Packing of tomatoes about over and is larger than early expected—Fruits in 


fair demand—Shipments during October well kept up—Coast Notes of 


interest.

San Francisco, Cal., November 6, 1914. 
Tomato Season Closed.—A number of the large plants 


throughout the State that have been operating on tomatoes _ 


have closed, but a few of the smaller ones are still running 
and operations will continue until heavy rains or a killing 
frost occurs. The pack has been larger than early estimates 
indicated and the market is now very quiet, but little busi- 
ness being done even at the lower rates that are being named 
by some interests. California packers have not experienced 
many cancellations of orders, such as have been reported from 
other sections, and the quietness in the demand seems to be 
in sympathy with conditions elsewhere, rather than because of 
any unsatisfactory local conditions. Most packers are holding 
their surplus pack at opening rates, and it is believed that 
there will be no difficulty experienced in moving this later on. 

Fruits.—There is a fair demand being experienced for 
California fruits at the present time, this probably being about 
normal for this season of the year. The uncertainties that 
interfered with the shipments of goods following the breaking 
out of the war are rapidly passing and the October record 
will show a strong movement. Canners have been compelled 
to sanction the cancellation of a few orders in sections where 
the war has caused a decided business depression, and the 
movement of the pack is still being interfered with to some 
extent by the desire of purchasers to have shipment delayed. 
Sales of Fruits for the season have been heavy, and in spite 
of unfavorable conditions it is believed that the immense pack 
that has been put up will be moved. Assortments are badly 
broken and the stocks that are still fairly heavy are confine? 
to staple varieties and grades that are always good property. 

Shipments Keep Up Well.—The movement of canned 
fruits and salmon from San Francisco during October has 
been very satisfactory, the shipments from this port alone to 
New York for this period being 321,945 cases of fruits and 
188,449 cases of salmon. Scarcely a week passes but that 
some large freighter leaves port for England with heavy con- 
signments of California products aboard, and large quantities 
of merchandise is piled in local warehouses for shipment. The 
steamer Historian, which cleared for England late in the 
month, had a cargo aboard valued at more than one million 
dollars, which included 109,691 cases of canned fruits and 
60,267 cases of canned salmon. The movement of freight 
out of San Francisco is breaking all former records of the 
port, and during September and October were surpassed only 
by New York. 

Coast Notes.—The ship Star of Greenland, Captain Pe- 
tersen, arrived from Alaskan waters on October 28th, bring- 
ing down the last of the 1914 pack of salmon for the Alaska 
Packers’ Association, the consignment consisting of 50,756 
cases. The entire pack of the northern canneries has been 
brought to Coast ports this season without a mishap. 

Experiments were made this season by the Swift-Arthur- 
Crosby Co., at its Heceta Island plant, in packing salmon in 
glass instead of in tins. About 2,000 cases were put up, and 
these will be distributed in the Coast and Eastern markets. 

While the outlook is favorable for a satisfactory season 
for the sale of ripe olives, the prospects are not so bright for 
the oil end of the industry. The war has caused Italian and 
Spanish manufacturers of olive oil to look to this country for 
a market for goods formerly disposed of in a large part to 
European buyers. California packers have not disposed of all 


of last season’s pressing, and within a few months will have 
about one million gallons of new oil on hand. Foreign oi) 
is being offered in this country at about $1.60 a gallon for a 
fair grade, as compared with $2.10 for the best grades of 
California oil. Packers of ripe olives declare that the do- 


mestic markets will absorb all of the olives that can be packed, 
and at comparatively high prices. 


The string bean canneries in Lake County, where Cali- 
fornia’s finest pack is put up, have had a successful season and 
an increased output has been made. The pack of this article, 
however, still lacks considerable of being sufficient to supply 
this territory, and large quantities are brought here from the 
East and Middle West. The Calima Bean Canning Company, 
of Sawtelle, Cal., has made a pack of 15,000 cases of green 
Lima beans this season and is finding a good market for its 
product, which is a new one for this State. Jules Kauffman, 


the manager of the company,’ is enthusiastic over the out- 
look for the future of this branch of the canning business. 


The sardine packing season on Monterey Bay closed on 
October 22nd, and both the Monterey Packing Company and 
the Pacific Fish Company secured good packs. The relatively 
high price of canned fish in general has stimulated the demand 
for california sardines, or mackerel, as they were formerly 
known. ‘The tuna pack this year has been much larger than 
it was last season, but is closely sold up, and much more 
fish could be disposed of if they were to be had 

The run of salmon in the Northwest has been a great 
surprise this season, and packers are putting up a much 
larger pack of low-grade fish than WS8tal owing to the great 
increase in the demand. The canneries are being operated for 
a longer period in many localities than is usually the case. 

A disastrous fire occurred on October 24th at the wharf 
of the Lake Railroad at San Pedro, Cal., destroying a large 
warehouse and the plant of the Southern California Fish Can- 
ning Company. The latter concern suffered a loss of about 
$30,000 to the plant and $10,000 to its stock. 

The plant and warehouse of the Port Beavcaire Canning 
Company on Kuiu Island, in the Alexander archipelago, was 
destroyed by fire recently, with a loss of about $80,000. About 
6,000 cases of salmon were destroyed. 

H. W. Phelps, sales manager of the American Can Com- 
pany, was a recent visitor to the trade in San Francisco. 

H. H. Henrica, president of the Johnson-Locke Co., a 
prominent commission house of this city, will leave shortly on 
a visit to the Eastern trade. 

E. R. Skelley, formerly a member of the Griffin& Skelley 
Co., packers of California fruits, was in the city recently 
calling upon old friends in the canning trade. 

A movement is under foot to establish a fruit and vege- 
table cannery at Orenco, Ore. Frank W. Power, Dr. E. A. 
Anderson and Thomas H. Brown are interested in the project.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Indiana Canners ! !—be present at the meeting of 
your Association at the Claypool Hotel, Indianapolis, on 
the 12th. It will be a most interesting meeting, filled 
with information and instruction for you; and besides 
you Owe support and to this effort to 
help your own business. 


The first shock of the war’s effect has worn off and 
the American business man is getting down to work; 
he sees where he can benefit from the disturbance and 
you may leave it to his sagacity to make hay while sun 
shines. The point for all men to note is to get in line, 
for there are too many signs of approaching prosperity 
for all of them to fail; but the man who will profit the 
most is the one who is “up and at it” from the beginning. 


We recently called attention to an important meet- 
ing with the New York City health authorities on the 


matter of the return of “swells” to the canners. This 
meeting took place, but Dr. Emerson, the deputy com- 
missioner, said it was too large a subjecr to take up at 
any general meeting, and that he would refer it to a sub- 
committee for investigation. 


It was the opinion of all that he was favorably im- 
pressed with the information and data presented by the 
canners, but as this subject is going to be threshed out 
thoroughly, and after the decision will probably be used 
as a precendent for all sections of the country, the in- 
dustry must see that its case is strengthened in every 
possible way. For this purpose the National Canners’ 
Association want the experiences of canners in all sec- 
tions of the country. They know well that few canners 
have escaped unpleasant—not to say unprofitable-—-ex- 
periences in this matter; they realize that innumerable 
canners have submitted silently to unjust claims for 
spoliage, through fear of losing the business of some 
large buyer, or because they could see no way to secure 
relief. It is known that there are any number of ex- 
amples, which, if properly submitted to the Health su- 
thorities, would insure this relief, but the difficulty is to 
get the canners to submit them. 


This question is not one local to New York City. 
lf the decision goes against the canners in New York 
City there is every likelihood of its spreading to all sec- 
tions of the country, using the New York City decision 
as a basis for their action. All canners, therefore, whether 
they have suffered frém this particular market or not, 
should make this a personal question and do everything 
in their power to help obtain the relief. As has been 
stated, the way to do this is to send in a concise letter, 
outlining your experiences, not only so far as the New 
York market is concerned but with other markets which 
permit the return of swells or spoiled canned foods. The 
letter should be put in such shape that it may be filed 
with the New York City Department of Health, and 
thus serve as evidence. Send the letter, however, to the 
National Canners’ Association, 1739 H St., N. W., Wash- 
ington, D. C., and do this at once, because it is not known 
just how soon the sub-committee in charge of this in- 
vestigation may meet. 


Let us impress it upon you that it is necessary for 
you to submit your evidence, and that you must not drop 
the matter with the belief that there will be plenty of 
others to do it, and that yours will not be needed. To make 
this effort a success it must be backed up by the canners 
generally, in all sections of the country, and as you have 
abundant evidence at hand there is no reason why you 
should not submit it. But in the hackneyed and worn-out 
phrase, “Do it Now.” 


Walt Mason, the philosopher-poet, dear to the heart 
of the American reading public, has written some special 
articles for us, one of which will be found on another 
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page. Others of these have appeared in past issues, but 
the one this week should set you thinking, and we he- 
lieve it will. 
that the man who labors while he waits will be the one 
who finds business good, and who will be able to get 
the cream from the prosperity that is now beginning to 
be felt. To wait until all the world recognizes the op- 
portunity is to lose your chance. Business is going to be 
better in the canned food industry, in all its branches, 
during this coming winter, spring and summer than we 
have ever seen it before. All the world is now taking 
notice of canned foods; talking about them; invest‘gat- 
ing them; the great newspapers and magazines are send- 
ing out stories built around canned foods, and there can 
be but one result from this—a vastly increased consump- 
tion of the goods. That means increased demands, better 
prices, and the necessity of increased production. 


Canned foods are coming into their own, and when 
they do the present packs of tomatoes, corn and peas 
will seem trivial in comparison with the amounts then 
consumed. This is not a dream, nor yet a vain hope, but 
is the situation as it now faces us. We have seen the 
increased packs consumed each year, when all the wise 
. market followers predicted heavy carry overs; we have 
become aware of a big increase in the consumption but 
have not taken proper or due consideration of it and 
what it means. Consumption in these lines increases 
like a rolling snowball, and with the increasing quality 
we may expect next season’s increase to far-oustrip the 
past increases. The wise man will prepare for this now. 
It is going to be a big year in the machinery and supplies 
industry, and a bigger year for the canners. 


MARION HARLAND AGAIN SHOWS HER FAITH IN 
CANNED FOODS. 


The industry has long recognized the great friend it has 
in Marion Harland (Mrs. Terhune), who has appeared before 
its conventions and attested her strong belief in the goods, but 
it is pleasant to see her showing this faith in her instructions 
to housekeepers, as she recently has done in one of the great 
daily papers (and probably syndicated in many others) when 
she answered an inquirer as follows: 

As the season for green vegetables is shortening, 

and each day makes them more expensive, I feel it is 
a duty to remind my fellow housewives that the best 
brands of canned foods have not increased appreci- 
ably in price, and that they are susceptible of infinite 
variety of treatment. Vegetable souffles, broths, 
croquettes, fritters and innumerable stews may be 
wrought into deliciousness by skillful hands from the 
starting point of canned foods, always supposing the 
base to be the best of its kind. 


Mrs. Terhune is piling up a debt of gratitude which the 
industry will have trouble in settling, but she can be assured 
she has every canner’s appreciation. 


Clarksdale, Miss.—A canning factory is to be established 
in Clarksdale by its leading citizens, and they propose to have 
it running in a very short time.

As Brokers View The Market 


Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., November 7, 1914. 

The pressure on the part of the small country banks to 
compel sales of tomatoes, mentioned in our previous letters, 
has ceased, and their loans to the nearby canners have been 
paid in full, or nearly so.. The heaviest payments fell due 
around November 1st, and that period was safely passed by 
those canners who “bend the pregnant hinges of the knee” 
through necessity, not from choice. The money market is 
decidedly more favorable in this section,‘and the outlook for 
business is encouraging. 

In the face of a dull market this week, the prices of 
canned tomatoes advanced .02%% dozen at the country fac- 
tories, and .05 dozen at the Baltimore City canneries, with 
less inclination on the part of the canners to part with their 
holdings until the market prices reach the cost of canning, 
at least. Orders received this week from Western and South- 
western jobbers show that this market continues to be the 
cheapest source of supply for tomatoes, and an increase in 
the demand from that direction would be considered a fore- 
runner of a general demand for the goods. There is much 
talk about the possibility of a large demand from abroad in 
the near future, based upon inquiries about tomatoes by re- 
sponsible houses in the export trade. Regardless of any ex- 
port business, the goods are a safe purchase at today’s prices. 

There was no increase this week in the buying of other 
canned vegetables. No one article was active enough to be 
designated a leader during the week, and the price fluctuations 
were nil. String beans and sweet potatoes were a little bit more 
active than the other vegetables, but there was no snap nor 
ginger to the market. The prices continue firm because the 
stocks held by the canners in this market are much smaller 
than they usually are at this time in the season. When the 
buying of vegetables is resumed on a normal basis there will 
be some higher prices registered. 

The same character of buying, though on a smaller scale, 
prevailed during this week in canned fruits of all kinds. Pears; 
pie peaches, seconds peaches and blackberries were in demand 
in a small way, but the remainder of the fruits were neglected. 
There were no fluctuations during the week in the market 
prices and they ended where they started the week. 

On November ist the fall canning season for Cove oysters, 
under the Maryland laws ,opened up with some of the best 
stock in many years, and the Baltimore canners will be at work 
full blast on them during November and December, or as long 
as they can get the raw stock at reasonable cost.
